Leaders Conf er 
In North Africa 

Roosevelt and Churchill .tyleet to 

Block Out Future Allied Action. 

Stalin and Kai Shek Kept 
Informed 

President Roosevelt flew 6000 miles 
for the ten day meeting with Prime 
Minister Churchill which was held at 
Jasablanca, North Africa. One of 
the events of the Conference was the 
bringing together for the first time 
A the two French leaders, DeGaulle 
and Giraud. The entire war staffs of 
British and Americans were present 
and participated. 

Main Highlights of the Conference 

The leaders of Britain and the Un¬ 
ited States, both military and civil, 
have agreed on a war plan for 1943 
designed to maintain the initiative in 
every theatre of the war. 

Mr. Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt 
agreed that peace can come only 
through "unconditional surrender” hy 
Germany, Italy and Japan. 

Generals Giraud and DeGaulle, 
meeting for the first time under spon¬ 
sorship of the president and prime 
minister, are negotiating for a united 
French movement designed to put 
French armies, a navy and an air 
force again into the field against the 
Axis. 

Premier Joseph Stalin of Russia 
was kept informed of the results of 
the conferences. In fact, Mr. Churchill 
and Mr. Roosevelt oflered to meet 
Stalin “very much farther to the 
east,” but the Russian chief was un¬ 
able to leave the U.S.S.R., due to the 
need of his directing the present Red 
army offensives. . 

The president and prime* minister 
also have been in communication with 
Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek and "have ap¬ 
prised him of the measures which 
they are taking to assist him in 
China’s magnificent and unrelaxing 
struggle, for the common cause.” 

Maximum material aid to Russia 
and China will be one of the prime 
aims of Britain and the United States. 

Mr. Roosevelt visited American 
troops in the field in North Africa, the 
first American president to-visit an 
active war theatre since Abraham 
Lincoln. 

Complete agreement was reached 
between the leaders of the two coun¬ 
tries on war plans for the campaign 
of 1943 against Germany, Italy and 
Japan. If Premier Stalin had been 
able to attend the meeting it would 
have ben held farther east. It was real 
ized the enormous burden Russia has 
been carrying. 

There was determination to main¬ 
tain initiative in every part of the 
world; to lend all material and to 
Russians who are draining German 
manpower. 

“Unconditional surrender of enemy 
countries^ did not mean destruction of 
the populations, the president said, 
did not mean destruction of popula¬ 
tion, but of the philosophy of those 
countries based on conquest and ter¬ 
ror. 

At the conclusion of the meeting of 
DeGaulle and Giraud, they stated: 
“We have registered entire agree¬ 
ment on the end to be achieved, which 
is the liberation of France and the 
triumph of human liberties by the 
total defeat of the enemy. 1 

“ ‘This end will be attained by union 
in war of all free Frenchmen fighting 
side by side with all allies'.” 

Premier Curtain of Australia mean¬ 
time urges immediate naval and air 
strength in the Pacific area of war. 

“Time is fighting on the side of 
Japan,” Curtin said. “Time is fighting 
against the United States. 

"The relegation of this theatre to a 
holding war means that Japan is buy¬ 
ing cheaply the time she requires to 
exploit the resources she has acquired 
to build for an onslaught which the 
United Nations will find costly to out¬ 
fit.” 


Shipments of Canadian wheat for 
the relief of the starving population 
of Greece continue to go forward ev¬ 
ery month, but, apart from Portugal, 
Spain and Eire, whose combined pur¬ 
chases are not large in volume, the 
outlets for wheat are very restricted. 

■ When a -clerk was asked at the 
House of Commons tq bring in a copy 
of the Beveridge report, slje returned 
with a copy of Prime Minister King’s 
December speech on restriction of 
Canadian beverages. 

Must Detach 
Old Butter Coupons 

The prices board emphasized that 
customers who have in their ration 
books butter coupons which have ex¬ 
pired should detach and destroy them 
before giving books to storekeepers 
to obtain the current supply. 

The board said cases had been 
brought to its attention of retailers 
removing the previous week’s coupons 
with the current weeks. and providing 
the current, week's supply of butter 
only. This gave the retailer more 
coupons against his purchase from 
wholesalers than he should rightfully 
have. ,

The government could allay this appre¬ 
hension by a guarantee of prices for a reasonable per¬ 
iod after the war. If the government can be persuaded 
to see the necessity for this action, it will be due large¬ 
ly to the representations made through the federation 
of agriculture. « 

This is the one representative farm body that links 
with every province from coast to coast. The provincial 
federations are lesser parts of this central organization.

1943 OBJECTIVES AND 
FARM LABOUR 

No doubt prairie farmers resolved, 
oil January 1st, to meet the farm 
production objectives made public 
by the government a few weeks ago. 
Some ot the increases for 1943 over 
1942 are: oais, 12%; barley 11%; 
flax, 6S% alfalfa, 17%; rattle, 9%; 
hogs, 2N%; sheep, 12%; eggs, 29%; 
creamery butter, 15%; powdered 
milk, 41% (decreased condensed 
milk, 27%). 

In 1942, fanners, responded nobly 
to demands for food products. Can 
they meet the 1943 requirements? 
That they will try, no one doubts. 

Certainly the increases in food 
products outlined above are urgently 
needed; but let us not be over- 
optiiuistie. Last year, pastures and 
feed crops were abundant as never 
before. Last year, besides supplying 
enormous quantities of food, the 
prairie farmers released thousands of 
their numbers, including many of 
Their ablest men, to the armed 
forces, and to war industries in 
citiesr Next year may be dry-, and 
next year farm labour will be far 
more scarce. 

It is useless simply to hide our 
heads in the sand or to look for 
miracles. Failing to fneeOthe 1943 
production objectK’es might lie ex¬ 
tremely serious, but is the probable 
outcome if a definite plan to meet 
farm labour problems w not under¬ 
taken very soon Either the supply 
of farm workers inust'be increased 
or the workers must be redistributed 
in some way so that farmers are not 
obliged to reduce cattle, dairy cows, 
hogs and poultry. 

At present it looks as though the 
problem is just dumped in the 
farmer’s lap. Farmers are entitled 
to expect government guidance and 
to expect it soon.

People in the country 
were housebound for weeks, and ali 
movement was almost at a standstill, 
with every kind of conveyance press¬ 
ed into service. Ptkisko Creek and 
other creeks in the hills were frozen 
to the bottom and springs had ceased 
flowing. Droves -of tattle had to be 
, moved out owing to the failure of 
normal water supply. 

The Little Bow had ice to a depth 
oC4Vi feet. 45 below zdro was thi 
mwest temperature but ’for continued 
-severity and depth of snow it was one 
of our worst. 

January of 1929 took a whirl, ouf of 
us with two weeks of weather which 
hung round 30 below most of the time. 

The wintex of 1919-20 is still on the 
books as a record of disaster. It open¬ 
ed early and continued far into the 
spring testing the feed resources of 
the whole country, literally to the last 
straw. Early in-November snow lay 
heavy, with 20 below zero.' There was 
feed shortage at that time in many 
parts, and some unthreshed grain. The 
movement of starved cattle from the 
south to other feed grounds started 
early in November. Some feed was 
shipped out from local .points to more 
needy areas, and cattle were unloaded 
here for feeding. On Dec. 15 there 
was a brief break with snow licked 
off in a chinook. But more snow came 
and from Jan. 14 to Jan. 28 thermom¬ 
eters remained from 25 to 38 below. 
For two weeks plumbers in town kept 
up constant paYrol thawing out frozen 
water pipes. Influenza was going 
strong for a finishing touch. On Feb. 
19 a chinook came "that set the coun¬ 
tryside awash. But that was false 
promise. Stockmen were at wits end 
to get feed. Some had shipped cattle 
to Texas and Kansas in the fall; some 
were fjrced to sell their herds on fal¬ 
ling market. Some hung on. The big 
storm in March was hardest of' all or. 
the stock. March 'was bad, but Aplil 
was worse, with temperature falling 
beiow zero and averaging 15 above 
through the month. The heaviest cat¬ 
tle losses were in Aprii. Upland hay 
was priced from $55 a ton up, with 
some terrible stuff from Manitoba a no 
Quebec brought in. George Lane im¬ 
ported carloads of cotton seed paying 
$650 a-car freight for his supply. The 
winter of "heaviest snow since 1885. 
Thaw set in round mid-April with 
wagons and cars sunk to the axle on 
ail roads. But m April 29 another 
heavy "snowfall took many cattle that 
survived up to that point. It was not 
until May 6 that hope, was held out, 
that the backbone of winter wag brok¬ 
en. My May 15 seeding started and 
m ild weather belatedly-arrived. 

1906-07 

The winter of 1906-07 was another 
of heavy cattle losses, because of 
depth-of snow and continuing sever¬ 
ity. For human beings suffering was 
aggravated by a coal strike which con¬ 
tinued till late February, creating in-

Swung Into Action

A story is told of. the quick action 
of the Hawaiian Air Depot Federal 
Credit, Union when Hickam field, 
Fearl Harbor, was bombed. Pay] day 
had been on Dec. 5, and all that day 
and the following day the office was 
busy. It was located in' a corner ot 
*me of the hangars. Passbooks with 
loan and share payments were left 
with the assistant treasurer to be re¬ 
turned later. Fortunately $5000/fn 
receipts was deposited.in the ba pk un 
Deb. 6. But on Dec. 7 the Japs at¬ 
tacked.- The treasurer of the Credit 
Union made a desperate effort to 
reach the office and recover the rec¬ 
ords, but he was riddled with-bullets 
and a direct burnt) struck tbe office 
destroying almost all records. 

But within 30 days the Credit Un¬ 
ion office re-opened for business. Rec¬ 
ords were,reconstrueted mostly from 
memory. 230 of the 266 borrowers 
signed new notes to replace those de¬ 
stroyed. 90 '/< of the pass books had 
•>*qn destroyed and re-issued. In., the. 
midst of the most intense activity the 
members presented themselves before 
the officers of the Credit Union and 
helped to reconstruct over 400 ac¬ 
counts. The Board passed a resolu¬ 
tion to pass up one dividend and 
transfer earnings to a special reserve 
fund, and no one disapproved. Bor¬ 
rowers who were formerly slow in 
making payment on loans are now 
paying promptly. Members passive¬ 
ly interested became active. And 
within 30 days a Hav.aiian Credit Un¬ 
ion proved to the world that Japanese 
could not permanently destroy our 
Credit Unions. 


ONE CANADIAN PIG 

A little pig may not seem import¬ 
ant, but if it develops to a market 
weight of 200 pounds it will supply 
the bacon ration for nine people in 
Great Britain for one year. 

To meet the British bacon require¬ 
ment of 676 million pounds and also 
the requirements of the people of Can¬ 
ada, eight million hogs will have to 
be marketed this year. By saving an 
extra pig or so per litter this winter 
and next spring, one million hogs can 
bet added to the summer and fall 
marketings.—Wheat Pool Budget. 

credible difficulty and hardships all 
over the west. Solid winter set in 
early in December and there was no 
chinook till mid-Fobruary. That was 
the year when towns commandeered 
loads of coal billed for other points, 
paying $6 a ton and rationing it out 
amongst themselves. The spring was 
late but not comparable with 1920. 
However the disappearance of snow 
revealed the great ’oss of livestock, as 
carcasses of horses and cattle were 
exposed. 


The Beveridge Plan 


(Brooks Bulletin) 

The Beveridge plan as outlined for 
Britain has aroused a great deal of 
interest in Canada. The suggestion 
has been made that a similar plan 
might well be adopted in this Domin¬ 
ion. Conditions as between the two 
countries are entirely different, how¬ 
ever, that any such plan for Canada 
must be greatly changed before it vxill 
have a widespread appeal here. 

Britain, for one thing, ia a highly 
industrialized nation Ninety-three 
per cent of her workers are engaged 
in industry, while 7 percent are en¬ 
gaged in agriculture. In Canada ap¬ 
proximately one third of the popula¬ 
tion ia engaged in agriculture, and 
handling .and processing the agricul¬ 
tural production requires the labor of 
many more.- So perhaps fifty per cent 
of Canadians are engage-IMirectly or 
indirectly with agriculture. 

Any bonus' and pension' plan which 
does not take this state'of affairs into 
account cannot succeed in Canada. If 
farmers are excluded from any such 
a plan and its benefits are confined to. 
people who live in villages, towns and 
cities, the result wil be a rise in fann 
costs and general dissatisfaction 
among farmers.

It has become quite the fashion in 
this country to laud General Rommel 
a? the outstanding military leader of 
the war, yet the quiet and undrtTmatic 
General Montgomery has achieved a 
victory such as Field Marshal Rom¬ 
mel never did. He has dislodged a 
powerful and elite force from a 
strongly defended position and hurled 
back that force in complete rout. 


England it was that in the dark 
days after Dunkerque held the fort 
against Hitler'until America could get 
ready and Russia could get into the 
war. England it was that out-fought 
the Germans in the air when the in¬ 
vasion of the British Isles seemed im¬ 
minent. 

Now that the turning point seems 
to have come in the war, it is Eng¬ 
land’s troops, headed by a British 
general, who have turned the table. 

This is indeed England’s day. 


Should Doctors 
Be Rationed? 

(By Lotta Dempsay in Maclean’s' 

We are up against the greatest 
shortage of doctors in civilian life in 
canaua since the 'ilu epidemic of 1917, 
*«ny tne doctor ehoilage 1 Because 
your doctor has gone to war, or :s 
uogged down trying to look after a 
greater number of patients, or has 
joined the staff of big war plants, or 
moved to more desirable centre, 
i ounger men go directly into armed 
services after graduation. 

In Lucky Lawe area, Saskatchewan, 
rood peopie have no doctor within 60 
miles. There used to' be 5 or 6 in this 
area. This is only om of countless 
similar areas across, Canada. 

Alberta shortage is so acut^it has 
been suggested that temporary license 
for civilian practice be granted doc¬ 
tors stationed there in armed services, 
.note than half of Albeita’s remaining 
380 physicians are over 50 yrs. of age, 
yet there are more than 100 military 
age doctors stationed in Air Force or 
anny in the provinca. 

Every province has its distress ar¬ 
eas. W hat’s to be done abouF'it. 

War is doctor snatcher number one. 
Four doctors are needed for every 
1000 men and women Tn_the armed 
services. The doctor coes the top sai». 
vage job in war effort, so folks back 
home must get ljy with what’s left. 

At the beginning of the war we had 
roughly one doctor to every 1000 pop¬ 
ulation. Now the proportion is less 
than one for every 1,333. Civilians car. 
not get any more doctors. In fact they 
will have fewer and fewer. 

It is the rural areas and small vil¬ 
lage that are suffering lack of medi¬ 
cal care most acutely. The country 
districts need more doctors, and bet¬ 
ter allocation of the services of pres¬ 
ent doctors. 

Britain considers that rural areas 
need one fifth as many doctors per 
population as cities do, because of 
greater distances, and has allocated 
doctors to the best advantage of the 
population as a whole. Yet Canada 
is allowing hundreds of rural prac¬ 
titioners to be sucked into the cities. 
Country doctors in Ontario have en- 
luisted very much out of proportion to 
their numbers. 

Medical authorities are generally 
agreed that some form of mild ration¬ 
ing is now necessary to spread the 
supply of doctors. Compulsory selec¬ 
tive service would place men in essen¬ 
tial posts, but that might be labelled 
class legisation. 

The Red Cross has a good scheme 
for community doctor services which 
is already working successfully in On¬ 
tario, and could be extended nation¬ 
ally. If requested, the Red Cross will 
gc into a community and administer 
services. Members of the community 
become subscribers, guaranteeing the 
doctor $4000 a year. The Red Cross 
surveys the community and sets sub¬ 
scribers’ fees at a rate necessary to 
finance it. . 

Luxury medical care should be out 
for the duration. 

Britain has already exercised au¬ 
thority to transfer doctors from one 
area to another. She keeps one civil¬ 
ian doctor on hand for every 3000 peq- 
ple in the cities and for every 2400 
in the country. In addition the emer¬ 
gency hospitals anJ doctors who op¬ 
erate them during raids, are used in 
rnidless periods for tieatment of ci¬ 
vilian cases. 

, In Britain the stay-at-home doctor 
who takes over the warrior doctor’s 
practice must bank half tjie fees from 
patients of the^absent doctor, to be 
returned to him or his heirs after the 
war. 

This system, with zoning of calls 
and restrictions to the public on ser¬ 
vices of medical men' to avoid over¬ 
lapping, is keeping Britishers well 
car’d for in spite of the drain on the 
medical profession. 


German Fear of 
Prisoners 


Soviet 


Invention and Daring Secret of 
Succeaa Amongst Russian 
Prisoners 


Right now, according to Igor Solo¬ 
vyev, Red Star war correspondent, 
the Germans are frightened to take 
prisoners because ou-. of every batch 
-of prisoners sent to the rear, a defin¬ 
ite proportion of them escapes and 
joins the guerrila bands that are in¬ 
creasing in size apd fury with every 
week of this terrible winter campaign. 

Sometimes the marching parties 
of prisoners are raided by guerrilla 
parties waiting to free them. Some¬ 
times the prison compounds are raided 
at night, and holes blown in the barb 
wire enclosures, r ~ 

But until they w< re caught and 
killed a few weeks ago, a trio who 
will,surely go down in Russian his¬ 
tory as national heyoes, an aged man 
and his two smalt grandsons, age I 
12 and 10, were the liberators of 
hundreds of Russian soldiers to join 
the guerrilas behind the German lines. 

The old man posed as a blind peas¬ 
ant, and with his two small grandsons 
holding his hands, and all laden with 
bundles of worthless chattels, they 
walked the highways along which the 
military traffic moved, including par¬ 
ties of prisoners of war. 

This old m%n_and those two young¬ 
sters were themselves guerrillas. As 
their little party staggering along t.’ie 
roads, was overtaken by the party 
of marching Russian prisoners, under 
guard, the, soldiers would sing out 
greetings to the bid man. And the lit- 
- tie-hoys would banter back and the old. 
man would mumble his apparent cur¬ 
ses at being forced into the ditch to 
let the traffic past. 

* But in the exchange, the warning 
had been passed. The harmless gibes 
of the little boys, the imprecations of 
the old man, had carried to their fel¬ 
low countrymen in the prisoner of war 
gang the instruction that, at a certain 
spot not far ahead, a guerrilla band 
would attack the escort and every¬ 
body who was fit anO willing, ntu.it 
run a certain direction, to a certain 
wood, past a certain village, where 
comrades awaited them, with arms. 

Every pitcher goes once too often 
to the well. The old man and the 
little boys died under a blast of Ger¬ 
man belly guns, on a roadside. 

But it shows you how aged men and. 
little boys can be ingenious. And it 
reminds you how the people of Russ:a 
as a whole, in uniform and out, are 
fighting this war tooth and nail.

Over the years,_Canadians have 

rome to look upon their Dominions as 
a country of food surpluses—surplus¬ 
es so large that they have proved to 
be an economic embarrassment. 

It has been difficult for them to 
realize that the time is come when 
still greater production is necessary 
and when even this increased produc¬ 
tion must be rationed, so that the 
fighting forces may be fed adequately 
and so that the civilian populations of 
the United Kingdom and of the Do¬ 
minion may receive equitable por¬ 
tions. 

The truth is that this time is the 
present. 

Production requires human power 
and mechanical power as major fac¬ 
tors. Canada can be surveyed today 
for human power for farm operations 
and the results will be found to be de¬ 
pressing. 

Yet the Dominion-Provincial Con¬ 
ference held at Ottawa recently 
cr.me to the definite decision that in¬ 
creases were required in Canada's 
food production in 1943 in the follow¬ 
ing percentages: 

Oats 12, barley 11, rye 31, flaxseed 
fi8, hay and clover 8, mixed grains 1, 
alfalfa 17, cattle 9, hogs 28, sheep 12, 
dressed chickens 10, eggs 29, total 
milk 6, creamery butter 15, evapor¬ 
ated milk 5, condensed milk 27, pow¬ 
dered milk 41, sugar beets 42, and 
tomatoes 50 per cent. 

The conference’s report included 
this paragraph: ‘The volume of 
fruits and vegetables REQUIRED is 
likely to exceed that of 1942. In¬ 
creased quantities for processing and 
dehydration may be a factor in rais¬ 
ing the totat.. TITe importance of 
fruits and vegetables in the family 
diet and their significance in provid¬ 
ing an adequate food supply was em¬ 
phasized.” 

To do justice to Ottawa, it must be 
recorded that efforts have been made 
to improve, the farm labor_situation 
hut there has been a division of auth-. 
ority and responsibility which has op¬ 
erated against efficiency and against 
satisfactory results. 

The 1943 farm position will be so 
critical that a more competent-system 
must he set op and these various'eT- 
forts synchronized.
